He said that part of the $230,000,- 
000 in the Wheat Board treasury 
was being disbursed this year in 
the 20-cent increase announced last 
week. But as a result of the $2-a- 
bushel price negotiated last fall un- 


der the’ British-Canadian wheat 
agreements, an additional 20-cent 
increase probably could be made 


next year. 

The increase would bring the ini- 
tial price paid Canadian farmers to 
$1.75 a bushel.

Medical Officer of Health Says 


Diptheria can be Prevented 


(This is the second of a series of 
articles outlined by the Rosebud 
Health Unit.) 

The word “Diptheria”, up until 
50 years ago, was a dreaded word 
in the ears of every mother. The 
pronouncement that her child had 
this disease meant that it had one 
chance in two or three of recover- 
ing. In 1886 the germ called dip- 
theria was discovered. A crude but 
effective antidote was prepared and 
used in treatment against the dip- 
theria germ in 1895. Sesults from 
specific treatment, if given early in 
the disease, were good and chances 
of dying dropped to one in twenty. 

It was then discovered that if 
children and adults were given 
small controlled doses of Diptheria 
Toxiod by injection, the toxoid 
called forth protective complex 
chemical compounds in the body 
which we call immunity. Persons 
accepting the series of injections 
were turned into a group who were 
now very difficult to infect with 
the disease, even when the germs 
were actually injected into their 
bodies.

This is 
why every child should receive 
protection in the form of immuni- 
zation as early in life as possible.

Here, in simple figures. is the 
historv of Dintheria in the prov- 
ince of Ontario, The population in 
that province was under 2 million 
in 1880 and had risen to over 3% 
million in 1936: 


swer questions on the case for im- 
munization. Inoculations can be 
started at any time and are done 
free of charge at the Clinic Office 
in Didsbury or at any of the Sub- 
clinics held in the towns of the dis- 
trict. A single dose re-inoculation 
is advised before the child starts 
for school, say at age 6 years and 
again at age 12, to boost immunity 
during the susceptible school years. 
Thereafter, immunity remains at a 
sufficiently high level through life. 

It is useless to wait until a case 
of diptheria has been reported be- 
fore taking advantage of this free 
immunization service. 

Complete immunity does not de- 
velop until some 12 weeks after 
the last inoculation. Many parents 
wait until their child has been in 
contact with a disease and

If you have had your eye set on 
a Cadillac, Packard, Lincoln or 
Buick or even a less expensive but

produce cars in its Toronto plant. 

Kaiser-Fraser has just about de- 
cided to forget about Canada until 
austerity blows over. Last year 
they sold roughly over 7,000 cars. 
1,000 to 1,200. 
In case a price factor enters the 
picture. Many K-F dealers have 
turned to other thing, notably farm 
implements. 

Studebakers are going to be vir- 
tually non-existent as far as new 
cars are concerned until the Ham- 
ilton plant starts to roll in midsum- 
mer. The idea is to conserve their 
dollar quota by not importing com- 
pleted cars, to have more for Cana- 
dian production. 

Last year 9,000 Studebakers 
were imported. This year, the com- 
pany hopes to turn out 3,600 Cana- 
dian-made cars.

BETTER PASTURE WILL 
INCREASE RETURNS 


A good grass-legume pasture 
is one of the most economical of 
live stock feeds, Pasture is parti- 
cularly valuable in the feeding of 
dairy cattle, and every effort 
should be made to provide suc- 
culent grazing for as long a period 
as possible each year. 

J. E. Birdsall, Supervisor of 
Crop Improvement, Alberta Dept. 
of Agriculture, suggests that land 
unsuitable for cropping can often 
be made revenue producing by 
sowing with a_ suitable pasture 
mixture. He points out however, 
that pasture should not be con- 
fined to such lands. To keep up 
the condition of the entire farm 
every field should take its turn 
in raising grasses and legumes. 
Areas of high fertility and rainfall 
need a great deal of cultivation to 
control weeds. As a result, land in 
these areas quickly lose fibre and 
fertility, and frequent seeding of 
forage crops is needed to replace 
the loss. 


Don’t over-graze pastures, but 
on the other hand don’t let growth 
get to far ahead of the stock. New 
growth is more nutritious than 
mature growth. A good way to in- 
sure good returns is to follow the 
system of rotational grazing. All 
this means is the pasture is divid- 
ed into three or four fields, and 
each field grazed in turn. Electric 
fences are very useful in confining 
stock to the field to be grazed. 
Dairymen using this rotational 
grazing system find it a greaf help 
in maintaining milk production at 
a reasonable cost. 

Information on pasture seeding 
and management is available from 
your district agriculturist, or from 
the Fields Crop Branch, Edmonton.
